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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 21-23 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b), as 
being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply filed on June 15, 
2007. 

2. Applicant's election with traverse of invention group I in the reply filed on June 15, 2007 
as acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that search of all the invention is not an 
undue burden since both invention use the same compounds. This is not found persuasive 
because: the inventions are independent and distinct each from the others for reasons set forth in 
the prior office action and search of one invention (such as pain in group II) would not be 
required for the search of the others (group I). 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

3. Claims 4-20 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Election 
was made without traverse in the reply filed on June 15, 2007. 

4. Applicant's election without traverse of Alzheimer's diseases as the elected species in the 
reply filed on June 15, 2007 is acknowledged. 

Claim Rejections 35 U.S.C. 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - . 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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6. Claims 1-3 and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Abou-Gharbia et al. (US 5,010,078). 

7. Abou-Gharbia et al. teach adatanserin (Tricyclo[3.3.1.1^'^]decane-l-carboxamide, N-[2- 
[4-(2-pyrimidinyl)-l- piperazinyl] ethyl]-) and pharmaceutical composition comprising the same. 
See, particularly, the claims. Abou-Gharbia et al. teaches the compounds are useful for in 
treating patient with Alzheimer's disease. See, col. 3, lines 12-15. 

8. As to "neuroprotection" recited in claim 24, note the intended function would not further 
limit the claimed method. Further, such function would be inherent. There is no requirement that 
a person of ordinary skill in the art would have recognized the inherent disclosure at the time of 
invention, but only that the subject matter is in fact inherent in the prior art reference. Schering 
Corp. V. Geneva Pharm. Inc., 339 F.3d 1373, 1377, 67 USPQ2d 1664, 1668 (Fed. Cir. 2003).
